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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Rejections set forth previously under this section are withdrawn in view of the allowance 
of Claims 95-102 below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 95-102 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest the steps and order of steps recited in Claims 95 and 98. The closest prior 
art references are Lidgren, Hahn, and Higgins. 

Lidgren teaches a known method for incorporating vitamin E into UHMWPE by mixing 
the vitamin E with particles (4:46-50) and subsequently molding or forming an article from the 
particles (7:1-5). The Examiner previously took the position that the claimed invention was 
merely a rearrangement of the steps of doping with vitamin E and molding the implant. In 
response, Applicants successfully rebutted the Examiner's position and demonstrated the 
criticality of the claimed order of steps by demonstrating that vitamin E inhibits crosslinking, 
reducing the overall crosslink density in the part. (Muratoglu Dec. If 17 and Slide 12). 
Paragraph 22 and Slide 1 8 are also instructive in demonstrating the unexpected benefits of the 
claimed invention. Compare lines 2-5 of the table found on Slide 18, which demonstrate that the 
claimed invention (Radiation then dope with vitamin E, line 4) produces a high crosslink density 
(dx) while also preserving most of the fatigue resistance compared with the opposite order of 
steps (1 wt.% blend including vitamin E then expose to radiation, line 5). (Muratoglu Dec. Slide

18). Applicants also stated that blending UHMWPE with powder, consolidating, and then 
irradiating will result in a loss of vitamin E potency (Muratoglu Dec. 1} 23, 25, and Slides 19 and 
20), further distinguishing the claimed invention. Other references which disclose vitamin E 
with UHMWPE are similar to Lidgren in that the vitamin E is mixed with the particles prior to 
performing other shaping or crosslinking processes. 

Additionally, Lidgren acknowledges that radiation crosslinking is known (2:14-39), but 
teaches that the crosslinking process is performed only on the antioxidant doped material (6:8- 
18), and is followed by a step of remelting (2:24, 6:12). The claimed invention, however, 
irradiates a sample before doping, dopes a consolidated part to produce a gradient of vitamin E in 
the consolidated part, and performs annealing only at a temperature below its melting point to 
increase the uniformity of the vitamin E distribution in the consolidated and crosslinked part. 

Hahn is completely silent to the irradiated and crosslinked preform. While Hahn does 
teach treating the bulk preform with beta carotene, there is no teaching or suggestion to provide a 
consolidated and crosslinked part that has been irradiated with ionizing radiation, to use vitamin 
E in place of beta carotene to produce a gradient of vitamin E in the part, and to further perform 
the annealing at a temperature below the melting point of the UHMWPE to increase the 
uniformity of the vitamin E distribution in the consolidated and crosslinked part. 

Higgins does not cure the deficiencies above because Higgins uses hydrogen in place of 
vitamin E, Higgins does not teach or fairly suggest forming a gradient of vitamin E in the part, 
and there is no teaching of any anneal process at a temperature below the melting point of the 
UHMWPE to increase the uniformity of the vitamin E distribution in the consolidated and 
crosslinked part. Also see the paragraph bridging pages 4 and 5 of the 6 August 2008 remarks.
